better ev en than the Frenchman, the 
Sp aniard or the Austrian. 
Mrs. Atherton added that as her p ro­ 
fession made her habits and home un 
•table, she did not intend to m arry 
any body . 
But she was sure that men of other 
than Eng lish nationality , and Ameri 
can men esp ecially , lacked the subtle 
ty of the well-bred Eng lishman, his 
fitness and his charm of conv ersation 
and manner. 
Another Eng lish author, who asked 
that her identity mig ht not be dis 
do sed, as she did not wish to quarrel 
w ith American friends, sp oke 
ev en

But,

American women do not find 
that sort of man among their own 
country men.” 
Mrs. Elizabeth York Miller, who is 
herself an American, and has 
only 
liv ed in Eng land for two y ears, ad­ 
mitted that the American husband is 
not so comp anionable as the Eng lish 
husband. 
But Americans were v ery unselfish. 
They were more g enerous with their 
money than Eng lishmen and allowed 
their wiv es more freedom. 
“As a lov er I think the American is 
sincere, if blunt,” she continued.

y ou. 
You are the nicest g irl I’v e ev er 
met.

Doy le’s ’Sherlock Holmes' books are 
on the Swiss index , and cannot hence­ 
forth be boug ht at Swiss railway sta­ 
tions.” 
It ap p ears that the farm lads 
declared that they were led to com­ 
m it their crime throug h hav ing read 
fascinating stories of how murders 
were committed. 
“If Sir Arthur Conan Doy le’e books 
are g oing to Incite the Swiss p eop le 
to murder, then the Swiss will not 
be without another ready ex cuse for 
their actions, ev en thoug h they are un­ 
able to read ‘Sherlock Holmes.' ” This 
was the comment made up on the ac­ 
tion of the S wiss railway s by Sir Rob­

Last Aug ust, when the Federal bio­ 
log ical surv ey issued bulletin No. 29. 
g iv ing an ex act and scientific descrip ­ 
tion of ninety -sev en distinct sp ecies of 
hares and rabbits 
inhabiting 
North 
America between the Panama canal 
and the north p ole, residents of Wash­ 
ing ton County , Maine, who send more 
rabbits to the Boston m ark et than all 
the rest of New' Eng land combined, 
op ened their ey es widely 
and 
kep t 
them op en because in all Maine, from 
Allag ash p lantation in northern Aroo­ 
stook to Kittery at the southwest, and 
to Eastp ort at the southeast, old hunt­ 
ers and men of science unite in declar­ 
ing there is but one sp ecies known to 
run wild—the g reat northern hare or 
lep us Americanus of naturalists, the 
first sp ecies on the continent to re­ 
ceiv e official recog nition from science, 
it hav ing been described and named 
as long ag o as 17 7 7 . 
Indeed, asserts the Bang or (Maine) 
Commercial, the discov ery and naming 
of new sp ecies went on v ery slowly . 
In 18 40 there were twelv e known sp e­ 
cies within the 
area 
named, which 
num ber was increased to thirteen by 
Bachman in 18 51, thoug h Prof. Baird 
of the Smithsonian institution p ut It 
back to twelv e ag ain in 18 57 , where 
it remained without chang e until 18 8 1, 
after which scores of eminent scien­ 
tific men had rabbits or hares named 
in their honor. 
H. W. Nelson, author of the bulletin, 
who has dev oted y ears to the work, 
say s no instance is known where any 
sp ecies imp orted to this country from 
Europ e or Asia has escap ed from re­ 
straint and g one 
wild. 
The 
little 
browm “bunnies” imp orted from Eng ­ 
land for p urp oses of 
dissection and 
the try ing out of new p oisons and anti­ 
tox in^, are still 
kep t 
in wired 
in­ 
closures near ev ery medical school and 
ex p erimental laboratory in America, 
and thoug h analog ous forms are found 
burrowing among the hillocks of scrub 
oak from Salem, Mass., to the south­ 
ern 
boundary of 
Connecticut, none 
hav e escap ed from hum an control in 
sufficient numbers to form self-p erp et­ 
uating colonies. 
Less than ten y ears ag o, when the 
sty le in Belg ian hares fell away and 
the former craze dwindled to scatter­ 
ing hutches, it wras p redicted by farm ­ 
ers that a p lag ue of Belg ian hares 
would 
ov errun New Eng land w’orse 
than the rabbit inv asion of Australia, 
but the fears were g roundless 
and 
America has y et to find a Belg ian hare 
running wild. 
According to the Nelson definition, 
the distinction between rabbits 
and 
hares lies in the fact that hares make 
their homes in forms abov e g round 
and bring forth their y oung with the 
ey es op en and fully clad In hair, while 
rabbits abide in burrows under 
the 
g round, and the y oung when born hav e 
their ey es closed and the bodies en­ 
tirely dev oid of hah* or fur.
